THE  ERRORS  OF  THE  TIME. 

BY  BISHOP  WILSON  OF  CALCUTTA. 

THE  MINISTRY. 

The  union  of  other  and  younger  ministers 
with  himself  in  bis  public  and  authoritative 
Epistles,  is  a  proof  of  his  charity  and  esteem 
for  them,  and  of  the  honor  he  wished  to  put 
on  his  younger  brethren  ;  and  constitutes,  in 
fact,  a  strong  testimony  to  their  fidelity. 
Genuine  lowliness  of  mind,  likewise,  in  the 
apostle,  led  him  to  claim  nothing  beyond  his 
necessary  authority,  but  to  share,  so  far  as 
was  possible,  everything  of  an  honorable  na¬ 
ture  with  his  beloved  fellow-laborers. 

Nothing,  we  may  be  assured,  can  be  more 
offensive  to  Christ,  and  contrary  to  the  whole 
spirit  of  the  Gospel,  nothing  more  opposite  to 
the  conduct  of  the  inspired  apostles,  and  more 
destructive  of  all  real  usefulness  in  the  min¬ 
istry,  than  the  arrogance  and  exclusive  claims 
so  much  put  forward  of  late  years  amongst 
us.  I'he  apostles  and  the  reformers  knew 
nothing  of  an  apostolical  succession  in  the 
modern  sense  of  not  merely  an  official,  but  a 
personal  descent  from  the  apostles— a  visible 
and  tangible  series  of  men,  with  a  canonical 
derivation  of  sacramental  grace,  succeeding, 
in  all  following  ages,  to  the  authority  of  the 
first  apostles,  whether  preaching  their  doc¬ 
trines  and  treading  in  their  holy  steps  or  not 
‘—and  this  succession,  incapable  as  it  is  of 
proof,  held  to  be  essential  to  the  lawfulness  of 
the  ministry,  and  to  the  validity  of  the  sacra¬ 
ments. 

A  divine  power,  indeed,  the  apostles  al¬ 
ways  asserted,  and  in  a  manner  suited  to 
their  direct  inspiration  and  possession  of  mi¬ 
raculous  gifts.  And  in  like  manner  an  au- 1 
thority  is  necessarily  deposited,  in  its  due 
measure,  with  the  Bishops  and  presbyters  of 
every  age ;  but  an  authority  mild,  gracious, 
directly  subservient  to  the  salvation  of  souls, 
and  in  the  spirit  of  such  passages  as  the  fol¬ 
lowing-—**  Not  that  we  have  dominion  over 
your  faith,  but  are  helping  of  your  joy  ;  for 
by  faith  ye  stand.”  “We  preach  not  our-' 
selves,  but  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord,  and  our¬ 
selves  your  servants,  for  Jesus’  sake.” 

In  our  own  Church,  it  is  by  the  Bishops 
and  chief  pastors  that  this  authority  is  exer¬ 
cised,  assisted,  according  to  the  Canons  and 
Rubrics,  by  their  presbyters  in  the  examina¬ 
tion  and  imposition  of  hands. 

As  to  the  inward  call,  it  is  thus  laid  at  the 
foundation  of  our  service  ;  “  Do  you  trust 
that  you  are  inwardly  moved  by  the  Holy 
Ghost  to  take  upon  you  this  office  and  minis¬ 
tration,  to  serve  God  for  the  promoting  of  his 
glory  and  the  edifying  of  his  people  ?”  To 
which  awful  question  the  candidate  must  be 
prepared  to  answer,  “  I  trust  so.” 

In  a  proper  sense,  our  Church  holds  the 
apostolical  succession,  that  is,  the  succession 
of  Bishops  to  the  ordinary  and  permanent 
official  functions  of  the  apostles,  with  the 
careful  exclusion  of  all  claims  to  direct  inspi- 
ration  and  unerring  judgment.

importance,  and  of  most  powerful  influence 
upon  experience  and  practice.  How  often 
do  they  employ  it  as  a  constraining  motive  to 
holiness !  How  often  do  they  exclaim,  in 
trumpet  tones.  The  Lord  is  at  hand  !  Be¬ 
hold  the  judge  standeth  at  the  door  !  The 
coming  of  the  Lord  draweth  nigh  /”  This 
truth  was  ever  present  to  their  own  minds, 
to  incite  them  to  faithfulness.  They  con¬ 
stantly  presented  it  to  the  minds  of  their 
hearers  and  readers,  to  lead  them  to  repen¬ 
tance  and  the  service  of  God. 

Would  we  have  a  revival  of  piety  and  zeal  ? 
Would  we  behold  the  word  of  the  Lord  glori¬ 
fied  in  our  day,  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  the 
Apostles,  by  the  conversion  of  sinners,  and 
the  holy,  benevolent  lives  of  believers  ?  There 
must  be  a  revival  in  this  respect,  as  in  others, 
of  Apostolic  doctrine  and  usage.  The  doc¬ 
trine  of  our  Lord’s  second  coming  must  oc¬ 
cupy  more  attention  in  the  preaching  of  his 
ministers :  it  must  take  a  stronger  hold  upon  the 
understandings  and  the  hearts  of  his  people. 
This  doctrine  must  be  held  up  to  view,  boldly 
and  prominently,  as  it  was  in  the  preaching 
and  writings  of  the  Apostles ; — and  when 
duly  believed,  it  would  produce  the  same  ef¬ 
fect  now  that  it  did  in  their  day.  It  is  by 
faith  in  the  doctrine  of  Christ’s  atonement, 
that  we  obtain  peace  and  pardon  ;  it  is  by  faith 
in  the  doctrine  of  the  indwelling  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  that  we  enjoy  that  unspeakable  bless- 1 
ing ;  even  so  by  faith  in "  the  doctrine  of 
Christ’s  Second  Advent  we  become  prepared 
for  his  coming.  As  the  great  object  of  the 
Mosaic  economy  and  the  ministry  of  John 
I  the  Baptist  was  to  prepare  the  way  of  the 
Lord  at  his  first  coming ;  so  the  great  end  of 
the  Christian  Church  and  all  its  institutions 
and  ordinances — of  the  Gospel  ministry,  in 
all  its  labours,  and  exhortations,  and  prayers 
is,  to  prepare  for  the  great  day  of  our  Lord’s 
second  appearing  and  kingdom.  What  mind, 
then,  can  conceive  the  great  practical  impor¬ 
tance  of  that  doctrine  with  which  all  the 
!  means  of  grace  are  so  intimately  connected  ? — 
from  which  the  warnings  and  exhortations’of 
the  Gospel  derive  their  most  animating  motive, 
and  their  most  efficient  power  ?  The  great 
object  of  our  ministry,  brethren,  is  not  to 
make  you  useful  and  happy  in  this  life,  and 
prepare  you  for  peace  in  death.  No :  valua¬ 
ble  and  important  as  these  ends  are,  the  ulti¬ 
mate  and  great  end  is,  that  you  may  be  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  coming  of  the  Lord.  The  great 
burden  of  our  preaching  should  be  this: 
ye  also  ready;  for  in  such  an  hour  as  ye 
j  think  not,  the  Son  of  Man  eometh.** 

CHURCH  AND  STATE. 

I  The  separation  of  church  aud  state  is  a  fun- 
I  damental  law  in  our  political  system.  The  per- 
I  feet  identification  of  the  church  and  the  state, 
or  such  an  infusion  of  all  the  spirit  of  the  for¬ 
mer  into  that  of  the  latter,  that  the  very  form 
and  action  of  the  church  should  be  lost  in  the 
I  more  compact  aud  energetic  form  of  the  State, 

I  is  not  to  ba  anticipated,  if  indeed  it  were  to  be 
I  desired. 

But  while  they  move  in  separate  orbits, 
they  should  be  animated  by  the  same  spirt,  and 
be  recognized  as  of  one  and  the  same  moral 
system.  They  both  exist  for  the  souls  as 
well  as  bodies  of  meu  :  they  both  act,  not  for 
time  only,  but  eternity.  The  education,  the 
morals,  the  religion  of  the  people,  should  be 
of  interest  t6  both.  Wealth,  knowledge, 
liberty,  are  but  means  to  an  end,  and  that  end 
should  be  the  same  to  Church  and  State — the 
character  and  permanent  happiness  of  the 
people.  If  good  faith,  integrity,  justice,  be¬ 
nevolence,  a  recognition  of  the  authority  and 
providence  of  Gkxl,  the  virtues  of  individual 
man,  if  they  be  essential  to  a  rightful  partici¬ 
pation  in  the  ordinances  of  the  church,  they 
are  morally  binding  upon  those  who  enact  the 
laws,  represent  the  character,  or  administer 
the  affairs  of  the  State.  The  sense  of  religious 
duty  is  the  bond  of  political  as  well  as  oi  ec¬ 
clesiastical  society.  And  with  as  good  reason 
might  we  look  for  harmony  in  the  heavens
